A Chinese Christian convert from 
Swabue arrived here on December 


26 and reported to the Catholic 
Bishop, Mons, Valtorta, that three 
priests and seven nuns’ had been 
taken prisoners by communists at 
Swabue and that a Chinese priest 
was under sentence of execution on 
Xmas morning. 

He gave the names of the priests 
as MM. Roba and L. Bianchi, both 
Ktalians; and F. Wong, a Chinese 
British subject born at, Hongkong. 
The wns, he reported, were the 








Canossian sisters Cleofe . and 
Lisetta; (Italians) Sister Roman 
(Filipino) and four Chinese nuns. 





According to the refuzee, all of 
thom were arrested by the cor 
munists st Swabuo on December 
for preaching and practicing Chris- 
tianity, and, after being paraded 
through the streets, the European 
priests and nuns were taken. to a 
Chinese hotel, which the com- 
munists had confiscated and were 
using as a military barracks 














Brother Wong Iiltteated 


At first the Chinese nuns were 
Jed to a common prison, but the 
priests protested and, finally, the 
Chinese captives were allowed to 
join the Ttalians. 

Brother Wong’ was chained by 
the neck and feet and kept with 
other prisoners in a filthy gaol, 
from which prisoners were led out 
every day for execution, execution 
ers’ swords and pistols hanging on 
the wall of the gaol.

Communist Insolence

Brother Wong's immediate deliver- 
ance was demanded. A time-limit 
of half-an-hour was given for a 
reply. Within this half-hour 
written reply was sent, It is said 
that since Brother Wong was a 
British subject he would be deliver: 
fed, but, the letter protested, .the 

raph had no business in Chinese 
raters without permission and if 
the visit were repeated the warship 
would be fired upon from the shore. 

Very shortly after, alll the eap- 
tives were delivered, including two 
convent Chinese foundlings, the head 
executioner accompanying them and 
shaking hands with Brother Wong.

While the negotiations had been 
proceeding the Seraph had cleared 
for action as a precautionary 
‘measure in the event of host 
‘commencing from the shore, and 
landing parties were ready. 
However, nothing ‘untoward oc- 
‘curred and, its mission accomplish- 
ed, the Seraph loft Swabue yester- 
day morning and arrived in Hong- 
































kong in the afternoon, 
Bishop Valtorts immediately ex- 
pressed his gratitude to the 





Governor and the naval authorities, 
while the delivered priests and nuns 
found it difficult adequately to ex- 
press their appreciation of the kind 

considerate treatment accorded 
to them on board the Seraph by 
Lieut-Commander Sitwell and the 
officers and erew. 

Communists’ Lust for Blood 

‘The missionaries believed that the 
Communists, fearing attack by the 
anti-Red troops of the Canton 
Government, had taken them as 
hostages. They saw no hope of ro- 
Tease before the arrival of the 
Seraph. They had repeatedly asked 
to be allowed to leave Strabue aboard 
Junks but their requests were re- 
fused. Before their departure, they 
‘were warnd not to return to preach 
Christianity,

One 
woman was shot for “helping the 
sisters” by working in the Chinese 
foundlings home. This woman knelt 
before the executioner begging to 
be shot instend of decapitated or 
put to death by the slicing method, 
‘An aged Chinese of 80, a friend of 
Bishop Valtorta, was’ barbarously 
done to death by the latter process. 





‘Communism as it Really is 


Tho. missionaries compute the 
executions during the past two 
‘months at least a hundred and 
fifty a-day in all the districts, The 
Gommunist headquarters, they said, 
were literally painted red, with the 
heads of victims “ornamenting” the 
wall 


At every execution the people 
were compelled to “rejoice.” They 
were ordered to shout even while 
the most revolting cruclties wore 
being perpetrated on the victims, 
Dut when the missionaries wer 
being marched to their prison the 
bystanders maintained a reapect~ 
ful and sympathetic silence, dread 
ing the fale awaiting thelr bene- 
factors, Brother Wong’s execution 
by the slicing process had been

Every Atrocity Humanly Possible: 
Russians and German as Leaders

Canton, Dee. 14. 

The issue is settled. ‘The “Reds"” 
are defented, and have been almost 
ntirely annihilated, but it is not 
1a time for rejoicing in Canton. A 
large part of the most prosperous 
business sections of the elty is in. 
ruins, and scores of shops were en- 
tered’ and looted of everything 
valuable which they contained. 
From 4 o'clock on the morning of 
December 11 until the morning of 
the 18th the Communist régime lnst-

All Foreigners Escape 

So far as it has been possible to 
earn, no foreigners suffered in any 
manner daring the reign of terror. 
‘The British gunboat Moothen evac- 
uated the women and children 
from Tungshan, and when the 
radicals found that the Tangshan 
defence corps had plenty of rifles 
and ammunition, they gave up the 
idea of looting that community. The 
night before they left the town, 
though, the “Reds” broke into 
practically every shop on the money 
mart, Shap Sam Hong (Thirteenth 
Street), and the piece goods mer 
chants, and those engaged in many 
‘other kinds of business, also had 
their places entered by force and 
money and valuable goods stolen. 
Locks of doors were picked, bars| 
‘sawed through, and, when the bars 
sand locks proved to be too much for 
‘the robbers, they scaled the wall 
‘and stove holes through the walls 
‘on the second and higher storeys to 
gain entrance, 

Some of the government offices 
were not entered, but the defending 
earrison held out against attacks 
‘with bombs and attempts were made 
to burn them out by starting fires in 
‘adjacent buildings. One thousand of 
the 1,500 cadet "officers of Wong 
Kee-cheung’s army remained neu- 
tral, the enly regular troops aiding 
the’“Reds” being 600 of these 
student officers. ‘They had been

»THE COMMUNIST ROUND-UP IN HANKOW 





‘Thorough Combing Out Effected by Military with None Too 
Gentle Hand: Many Chinese Arrested as Well 


Hankow, Dee. 17. 

‘Yesterday's sensational coup by. 
the local Chinese authorities has 
broken the back of Soviet influence. 
in Central China—and Hankow, 
whose trials and tribulations for the 
past twelve months are mainly 
traceable to Communist sources, can 
breathe freely once more. The raid 
was carried out with a thorough- 
ness that did eredit to its organizers, 
though some innocent persons un- 
avoidably suffered and were tem- 
pocatily detained, 

The tald began between four and 
five yesterday morning, ‘the first 
centre to receive attention being the 
Soviet Consulate. Here the Chinese 
‘authorities left nothing to chance. 
Hundreds of troops surrounded the 
buildings with machine-gans mount- 
ed at stragetic points. ‘The entire 
Consular staff with their families 

immediately pinced under 
and examination of the Con- 
salar documents was at once com- 
menced. 

Shortly after the raid on the Con- 
sulate all buildings suspected of 
housing Communist suspects were, 
surrounded and their oceupants ap- 
rehended. 

‘Amongst the places visited was 
the International Hospital in whick 
there was 2 number of sick for- 
igners of all nationalities. About 
40° armed soldiers entered thr 
building and rushed from room to 
room searching, presumably, for 
Reds. Weapons’ were pointed at 
Sisters and patients alike and many’ 
of the Intter wore badly shaken by 
the nerve-trying experience, 

All those arrested were con- 
centrated at various pre-arranged 
points. When the round-up had 
been completed the prisoners, stated 
to have totalled 64 in all, 
were removed to Garrison Head- 
quarters in the Chinese City for 
examination by the military auth- 
orities 

Amongst those arrested were a 
number of non-Russians, includis 
a Dane and some Frenchmen, 
most surprising thing of all, a 
French police officer in full uniform. 
‘Those have since been released. Tt 
tw believed that the French police 
officer intervened on witnessing the 
ill-treatment of some of the Russiny 
women by the Chinese troops and 
promptly had the same treatment 
‘meted out to himself, having to 
suifer the indignity -of marching 
through the streets in the custody 
of Chinese soldiers and with his 
‘hands bound behind him, 

While the objects of the raid are: 
applauded and approved by every 
member of the foreign community, 
considerable criticism is being 
levelled at the various municipal 
authorities for allowing the troops 
to carry on the raid unconducted by 
the police. “The Chinese soldier, 
armed to the teeth and in over- 
‘whelming numbers, is not a pleasan’ 
person at the best of times and it 
is generaliy held that the work 
could have been conducted just as 
efficiently and in not quite such a 
‘Varbarous fashion under the super 
vision of the police. 

Simultaneously with the round-up 
of foreign suspects in the French 
Concession and in the Special Dis- 
triets,

Powerful, are now in the dust and 
those of the union officials who are 
not already in the hands of the 
Military have fled or are in hiding. 

‘Amongst those executed on Sun- 
day were four male students and 
five girls who were charged with 
instigating the recent cotton-mill 
riots in Wuchang and’ of th 
maining six, two, Tsen Dah-pel and 
Li Han-chin, were former members 
of the Provincial Government, 
while the Intter was also President 
of the Sun Yat-sen University. 
With the exception of the two last 
named and one other, all those ex- 
ceuted were young, the girls being 
all in the neighbourhood of twenty 
while two of the males were aged 
seventeen and eighteen respectively. 


Russian Woman Released After 
Week's Detention

released last night under the guar- 
antee of Mr. Belchenko, former 
Russian Consul-General at this port 
under the Tsarist régime, who has 
been popularly elected to’ represent 
all the interests of the White Rus- 
slans here.

In a joint dispatch to the Nation- 
alist Government yesterday, tho

Shanghai, Dee. 29, 
In a letter to the Nationalist Go- 
vernment dated December 28, Dr. C. 
©. Wu, resigned his post as the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. Dr. 
Wu's resignation, as he himself ex- 
plained, was prompted by a sense of 
regret “of his inability to have we- 
shed anything”, since his ac~ 
ceptance of the portfolio. The 
Central Government, Dr, Wa point- 
‘ed out, during the past few months, 
hhas not beon always able “to compel 
the enforcement of its orders withi 
and without”, due to a state of cor 
jal internal dissession, whereas 
foreign relations are invariably 
timately bound up with the state of 
of internal affairs.” Under the 
circumstance, Dr. Wu could find no, 
useful purpose in his continuance in 
the office. 

Pending the appointment of his 
lecessor, by “a new administra- 
ion which is about to be ushered 
Dr. Wu in the letter also ine 
formed the Government that he hus 

structed Mr, Quo Tai-chi, Vice- 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, to as- 
sume temporary charge of the af- 
fairs of the Ministry. 

‘The following is a translation of 
Dr. C. C, Wu's letter of resignation 
to the Nationalist Governmen 

Following the reunification of 
the Nanking and Hankow groups

Sun Fo's Resignation 

‘The petition for. the acceptance 
of resignation of his post as the 
Minister of Finance of the Nation 
alist Government was submitted to 
the Government on December 27 by 
Mr. Sun Fo, In the petition, Mr. 
Sun set forth at length the reasons 
compelling him to resign, of which 
the following is a zésumé. 

After having reviewed the cir- 

cumstances leading to his acceptance ° 
of the Finance portfolio on October 
4, Mr. Sun yavo the recaleitrant 
attitude of Anhui and Chékiang, 
particularly Chekiang, as the domin« 
fant reasons for his resignation, The

IRAQ

‘The recognition of the inde- 
pendence of Iraq, announced last 
week, is a splendid historical 
acknowledgement of joint Bri- 
tish and Arab achievements, for 
the making of Iraq and’ the 
placing on its throne of King 
Feisul was as much the work of 
‘an exceptionally capable and 
byiMiant group of British civil 
servants and military men as it 

due te the enthusiasm and 
sturdiness of the Arab  sheiks 
and the fine qualities of the 
Sheriff's son, Iraq, after a 
‘very short period, ceases to be a 
mandated state and becomes 
completely scvereign and in 
alliance with Great Britain, 
which has also promised, by 
treaty, to assist Iraq to obtain 
a seat in the League of Nations 
in 1982, 

‘The story of Iraq is one vf the 
most romantic and fascinating 
in the history of modern times. 
‘The bringing together of the 
tribes of the Arabian desert and 
Syria, their organization into a 
fighting force, their services to 
Allenby and finally the estab- 
lishment in Bagdad of a semi- 
independent Arabian kingdom 
under a son of the Sheriff of 
‘Mecca is indeed a tale such as 
‘one does mot expect to read in 
‘this rather drab and material- 
istic twentieth century. Two 
Britons play a part in this 
drama which will never be for- 
gotten by the Arabs, ‘The ar- 
chiological researches and the 
intelligence work of Miss Ger- 
tude Bell and the military 
genine of Col. 'T. E, Lawrence 
Jnid the the foundations for the 
‘Arab state, Miss Bell went to 
‘the Bust as any linguist and 
archwologist might, but she 
‘achieved something very much 
greater than the mere finding 
ef ancient stones: she won for 
herself a place in the hearts of 
these men of the desert which 
‘no foreigner had ever known, 
and when the war came and she 
‘wan assigned te staff work in 
Egypt, India, and finally in 
Bagdad, she’ became the guide 
‘and inspiration of these ele- 
ments among the Arabs who 
were labouring to achieve a 
modern state. King Feisul 
listened to her advice as though 
she were of his family, and 
when there were disagreements 
ind discouragements, the ld 
‘men and the young came to her 
house and found inspiration and 
comfort there. Few modern 
women have played such an 
heroic rle; yet Miss Bell was a 
‘woman of rare modesty and 
calmness. She never regarded 
herself as more than an Oriental 
secretary, a servant of her gov 
ernment. When she died in 
harness in Bagdad, King Feisul 
ordered that a wing of the Iraq 
‘Museum, for which she had done 
‘su much, should be named after 
her, and-a striking tablet was 
placed upon the wall upon which 
is inscribed the king’s apprecia- 
tion of her services to his coun- 
try. 

Mr. 'T. E. Lawrence was not 
very different from Miss Ger- 
trode Bell: He also was a 
Ainguist and an_archevlogist, 
4nd they had once met in. the 
Mesert before the War. Retir- 
ing to a degree of shyness, he 
found jhimself during the War 

















Cairo, when fate sent him to 
King Feisul. From that mo- 
ment, this man of letters became 
‘a scldier and a military leader. 
He organized Arab troops; he 
sent them scurrying after’ the 
Turks; he tore up bridges and 
bombed railways; he lived in 
Arab clothes and rode his steed 
and camel as though he had 
been born in the saddle. ‘Then 
—the war over—he fought at 
Paris against the diplomats and 
the Eurdpean politicians for a 
free Mesopotamia, and having 
determined that promises made 
had not ‘been kept, he retires 
from public life. ‘A nation wa: 
ready to bestow every glory 
upon the man, and the King of 
Iraq sought to reward him for 
the invaluable services he had 
rendered his country, but Law- 
vence disappeared from the 
world and only recently he bas 
again been disccvered, this time 
serving in the Royal Air Force 
in India as a corporal under an 
assumed name, Shaw. He had 
grown weary of adulation and 
the applause of the world, and 
had run off where he was not 
knewn and where he could per- 
haps maintain his individuality. 
Lawrence could do a great work 
in the desert; he could not be a 
great man in the cities of civi- 
Mzation, 

‘There were other Britons who 
laboured for Iraq, and there are, 
of course, the thousands of 
Arabs who are serving their 
country, but there has never 
been any servile selfishness, any 
intriguing, any sacrificing of 
the country even te British in- 
terests, And that is perhaps 
the secret of Iraq's success in 80 
short a time, As one compare: 
the story of Iraq with that of 
China, one finds so many advant- 
ages that China had ver the 
Arabs; yet, they have reached 






























their go: wale China is still 
unfortun cing the in- 
trigues of petty” politics. The 


essential difference is that the 
Arabs faced the problems of 
founding a modern state as a 
proposition cf work and they 
settled down to work in an in- 
credibly short time. Miss Bell, 
in her letters, describes these 
first days of Iraq's growing 
pains. ‘There was the need of 
reconciling the old and the new; 
there was the difficult problem 
of the numerous blood feuds 
among varicus tribes; there 
were the wastes of the desert 
which make the country poor; 
there was the disbelief of many 
men, Arabs, British, and others, 
that anything could be accomp- 
lished. And there was the 
small group of Arabs and Bri- 
tons, who stood with Feisul to 
work from the ground up. 
Work! That was the word they 
knew. 

‘The British might have 
slaved Iraq politically. ‘They 
might have done as the Russians 
have in China, kept the various 
tribes at sword’s points quar- 
relling over inessentials and 
slogans. But that is not the 
character of the British civil 
servant. He was sent out to 
help these people to organize a 
state and he did that and noth- 
ing more. In Bliss Bell's letters 
and in Lawrence's book, une sees 
these young men come out to 
this romantic but at moments 
uncomfortable country, dig into 
their jubs, and put the work 
through. ‘And under them were 
always training Arabs, prepared 
to take their places when the 
various tasks had been put on 
a working basis. And today 
Iraq is sovereign and Iraq is 
grateful. Few states in Asia, 
surely few of those carved out 
of the cld Turkish conglomera- 
tion, have achieved as much, but 
that is undoubtedly because the

THE KUOMINTANG 
STRUGGLE 
Dec. 28: 

‘The struggle for power within 
the Kuomintang has now taken 
an entirely new turn, At first, 
it was feared that the military 
leaders within the party would 
immediately send armies against 
each other for the possession 
and ccntrol of territory, and 
that is not altogether an im- 
possibility, for the divisions of 
territorial control are such that 
actual armed conflicts are not 
beycnd probability: In fact, the 
political and military control of 
Canton and Hankow by the 
‘Kuangsi leaders and the present 
military possession of the cap- 
ital, Nanking, by General Li 
Chung-jen, another Kuangsi 
Ieader, does not indicate that the 
Kiangsu-Chékiang group are in 
physical control of the territory 
which they hope to govern in a 
few days. All that they can 
possibly be sure of is that part 
of northern Kiangsu which Gen- 
eral Ho Ying-ching now occupies 
and the province of Chékiang. 
But the feudalization of Kuo- 
mintang territory is a tendency 
to which tov much attention net 
not be paid at this moment; 
the next two months will un- 
doubtedly unfold it in all its 
prominence. 
legality i 
greatest interest, -because now 
that the civilians have found 
something to fight over, there 
will be no end of long state- 
ments in the vernacular press, 
intense reeriminations and 
cusations, and the main value of 
it will be that the public will 
have an vpportunity to learn 
how badly they are being 
treated. 

‘The question of legality, over 
which they are now quarrelling, 
was first brought to public no- 
e by Mr. Wang Ching-wei in 
his effort to seize the Nanking 
Government and to control of 
the Kuomintang in the interest 
of the semi-Communists.

The absence of Mr. Wang 
Ching-wei, however, did not end 
the attacks on the Nanking Gov- 
ernment. Constant attention was

anteeing that such a conference 
should take place in Nanking 
during the first week of Jan- 
vary and his energies have been 
devoted as much to the ensuring 
of a quorum for that meeting 
as to the organization of his 
own authority as commander-in- 
chief of the Nationalist Army. 

Now, comes Dr. C. C. Wu, a 
leading member of the Nanking 
Government and a member of 
the Central Executive Com- 
mittée, and raises the question 
of the: legality of the Central 
Executive Committee itself 
ter January 1, 1928. In a long’ 
interview in the Chinese press, 
Dr. Wu points to the fact that 
the constitution of the Kuomin- 
tang provides that the Central 





Executive committee — shall 
serve for one year; that 
a Party Congress shall 
meet cannually to elect a 


new Central Executive Com- 
mittee; that in the event of the 
Congress failing to meet, a 
postponement for one year is 
possible, but not for longer. The 
Present Central Executive Com- 
mittee was selected between 
January 7 and 20 of 1926 at a 
Party Congress when Comrade 
Berodin and the Communist 
were in complete control of the 
Party. To outsiders, it must 
appear that such a Central 
Executive Committee cannot and 
should not be representative of 
the new atmosphere which we 
are told prevails in the Kuomin- 
tang. Two of the members of 
this committee are at present

the breach with Soviet Russia,

‘As soon as Dr, Wu raised 
this question of the constitution 
and the legality of the Central 
Executive Committee, those who 
had twitted the Nanking Gov- 
ernment with its‘ illegality 
changed their colour. They, in 
turn, held a meeting in Route 
Tennant de la Tour and issued 
& pronunciamento to the Chinese 
press denouncing Dr. Wu per- 
sonally and politically and 
charging him with attempting 
to destroy the party. For if his 
interpretation ‘of the Kuomin- 
tang constitution was correct, 
the Central Executive Committee 
must go out of existence on 
January 1, 1928, and then there 
would be no central organ to 
represent the Kuomintang and 
the so-called Naticnalist Gov- 
ernment would go out of exist~ 
ence. They reminded him that 
the ancient sages said that a 
whole nation can be destroyed 
by one word. Would he express 
that word? To students of 
Chinese politics, the entire 
verbal cnslaught summarizes 
itself as follows: according to 
the legal minds of Route Ten- 
nant de la Tour, the present 
Nanking Government and its 
special committees are illegal 
because they are unconstitu- 
tional under the Kuomintang 
constitution; but according to 
the legal minds of the Nanking 
Government, the forthcoming 
Nanking Government and_ its 
Central Executive Committee 
will be equally illegal under the 
Kuomintang constitution. There- 
fore, there is no legality any- 
where. 

In a country where law 
operates without the whimsical- 
ies of mighty individuals, such 
a state of affairs would be 
possible. There has been ample 
time to call a Party Congress 
and to elect a new Central 
Executive Committee in accord- 
ance with the Kuomintang con- 
stitution, and even now there is 
time to call together the Party 
Congress and to elect a legal 
Central Executive Committee.

If there is a constitutional basis, 
for the selection of official 
there can only be two reasont 
for ignoring that basis.

STALIN THE DICTATOR 
Dec. 30. 

Soviet Russia presents to the 
student of politics and economics: 
an execedingly fascinating study 
the forces of gravity operat-| 
ing in human affairs, In 1917, 
a small group of Bolsheviks, 
members of the majority of 
the Ruxsian Social Democratic 
Party, were able to seize the: 
capital and the government and 
to establish a Soviet Socialist 














republic. They overthrew the 
hourgeois-nationalistie govern- 
ment of Kerensky; they made 


4 separate peace with Germany; 
they drove all foreigners from 
their country and they murdered 
the Tsar and his family. Having| 
achieved this much, they set 
about experimenting in political 
social and economic institutions. 
They suppressed democracy and 
established a dictatorship of the 
proletariat, but this, in fact, was 
a dictatorship by a’small group 
of intellectuals, largely returned 
students from French, German 
and Swiss universities support- 
ed by the urbanized proletariat 
of the few large industrial cities 
nd strengthened by an expand- 
ing Red Army under the com-| 
and of Comrade Trotzky, a 
civilian. ‘The peasants, who con- 
stituts the vast bulk’ of the 
Russian people, were recognized 
as “dark” folk, that is, intel-| 
lectuaily ineapable of absorbing 

















the new dbctrine, and they were 
told what to do and shot as 
counter-revolutionaries ‘when 
they declined to obey instruc- 
tions. For the numerous par- 
ties, factions, and blocs of 
Kerensky Ritssia, one party was 
substituted, the party becoming 
in effect, the government. 

A complex political system 
was evolved designed to give this 
party—the Communist Party of 
Russia—complete control of the 
government and of all political 
agencies. The immediate object 
of this intricate and involved 
system was to make impossib! 
a counter-revolutionary reaction 
and to make it impossible for 
any individual, other than Lenin, 
to seize the power of the gov- 
ernment, In due course, Lenin 
died and became an idol in whose 
name everything was to be done. 
He became a dead hand which 
held in its grip the party and the 
government. The question 
quickly arose as to who was 
the true disciple of the master. 
‘There were many aspirants. 
First and foremost stood Trot 
ky who had been Lenin’s closest 
associate during the formative 
days of the new régime. Where- 
as Lenin was the scholar, the 
theoretician of — Communism, 
‘Trotsky was its dynamic force, 
the efficient organizer of its Red 
Army, the active factor on com- 
missions. But Trotzky could not 
lead after Lenin’s death because 
he lacked authority, he was not 
‘a Russian and he could not hold 
together the increasingly diver- 
gent groups of the party. Le- 
nin's wife, for a time, served as 
an oracle on her husband's 
intentions and purposes, but that 
soon wore off among the realistic 
Communists, who were gratified 
to have an idol to sate the de- 
sives of the mob for something 
to worship but who found an 
oracle irksome and troublesome. 
In this welter of contention, one 
man, who held no office in the 
government and who served on 
no commissions, found himself 
the pivot upon which the whole 
organism of Communism moved. 
Secretary of the Communist 
Party of Russia, he it was who 
controlled the machinery of the 
party and government; he ap- 
pointed the committees and offt- 
cials; he, it was, who corres. 
ponded with the party “local 
and Soviets throughout the 
ccuntry. Stalin, the harsh man 
whom Lenin would have had re- 
placed, became the virtual dicta- 
tor of Soviet Ru 

And Stalin’s communism, 
‘Troteky has rightfully asserted, 
would not have pleased Lenin. 
For, just as Stalin has been con- 
stantly moving in the direction 
of capitalism, so he has bei 
seeking a reorientation of Soviet 
policy away from the purely 
propagandistic activities of the 
‘Thitd International and the So- 
viet Foreign Office. The failure 
of Soviet policy in Europe and 
Asia, particularly the expulsion 
of the Soviet officials from Great 
Britain and China, will streng- 
then Stalin's positio... but they 
will inevitably destroy the com- 
munism of the Communist Party 
of Russia, for the Russian peo- 
ple have ‘been betrayed by re-| 
ports of false vietories and now 
they know how miserably Russia. 
has been defeated everywhere. 
Millions of the money of the

millions of roubles which should 
have been devoted to internal 
reconstruction, have —_ been 
squandered on Third Inter- 
national propaganda, upon civil 
wars in various countries, upon 
nationalistic rebellions in Tur- 
key, Persia, Afghanistan, and 
China, upon subversive. move- 
ments in Japan, Great Britain, 
India, Germany, Hungary and 
even among the negroes of the 
United States.

He is more likely to favour a 
return to capitalism than to 
Leninistic communism, because 
his own political fortunes would 
be strengthened by wealth sin 
money and goods.

‘a great man before the 
Russian campaign and the Span- 
ish failure ate into his treasury. 

Chinese communism is na- 
turally Leninistic. It has hardly 
been affected by the reaction in 
Russia because the propagan- 
dists sent to this country were 
all agents of the old Third Inter- 
national. In Mongolia, the re- 
action is reported to have set 
in, and the Mongols are said to 
have become so pink as to be 
almost white. ‘The failure in 
China, the new antipathy to- 
wards the Kuomintang, the 
anger at the Canton massacre, 
‘and the brutal treatment of ar- 
rested advisers is liable to turn 
Soviet Russia into an exceeding 
ly imperialistic power. In fact, 
retaliation may take such a 
form as to surprise those who 
listened to the phrases of 1917, 
which were repeated here by 
Soviet agents who knew that 
they were no longer believed in 
Soviet Russia. Peking under- 
stands this and has not broken 
its treaty with Soviet Russi 

Everything is again becoming 
topsy-turvy and the world can 
but watch the swinging pen- 
dulum of human thought and 
motions.

haps they will repudiate Com- 
rade Borodin and invent a Chi- 
nese communism—without doc- 
trine, without principle, without 
aim, a belief that slogans some- 
imes bring power and power 
brings official status and wealth.

For the 
twelve months to which we are 
saying goodbye have brought 
us no particular benefit, have 
indeed wrought us  consider- 
able harm; so much so. that 
e may ‘well say with a 
sigh of relief “And so. fare- 
well to the little good ye 
bear me.” When last we passed 
a milestene in the years, the 
armies of Canton were without 
the city of Hankow, but only 
a few days had to pass before 
the: rape of the British Con- 
cession there, and the grabbing 
of that at Kiuki®ag. We do not 
intend to survey at any parti 
cular length the happenings 
which have oceurred since then, 
when the foree of mob rule 
vanquished the ineptitudes of 
foreign diplomacy, for the men- 
tion of the two facts we have 
just cited seems sufficient to 
make the mind traverse the 
hideous happenings of the past 
year, That we dv it with a 
Sense of profound dissatisfac- 
tion is but natural, for we can- 
not escape the fact that though 
the state of affairs at this time 
of writing seems better than it 
has been at any time during the, 
last twelve months, it has been 
in spite of what we have done 
for ourselves rather than Be 
cause of it, The Soviet devil 
has been scotched, not defeated 
‘yet—in any event it is too early 
to say so—and we have yet to 
see what steps it will take te 
remedy a failure brought- about 
not by our activities, but by its 
own inhérent stupidity, +The 
fight is still on though yet 
another round has fallen to the 
enemies of anti-Christ. 

We should be less than 
human, however, if we did not 
seek something’ indicative of 
justifiable hope in the future. 
There scems Tittle enough in all 
conscience, but if we see happy 
auguries "in. the recent a 
tempts of the local .Chinese 
authorities to effect «better 
maintenance of law and order, 
in the cleansing of the vicinity 
of the elements of disorder, if 
we see in the gradual return of 

issicnaries and merchants 40 
former stations signs of 
a betterment of the situation, 
it is not. entirely because the 
wish is father to the thought. 
Slender enough threads these 
are on which to hang optimism 
for the coming year, but, when 
we remember how black it all 
seemed but a few weeks back, 
we may very well believa that 
the darkest heur before the 
awn hats passed and that th 
sun of prosperity may yet again 
shine upon us, though even now 
may be slow about doing it. 
Frankly, we should feel happier 
about it if we could see any 
indications that the Powers 
were anywhere near a common 
policy except that of passive 
submission and expectant com- 
placeney, for this continual 
scheme of evmpromise means 
the sacrifice of so much and 
the return of 80 Tittle, a con- 
tinual campaign of concession 
until we shall be bereft of any- 
thing even with which to bar- 
gain. Tt may, of course, be that 
‘China will emerge from its in- 
toxication of blood, murder, 
and sudden death, 2 better 
nation than ever it was before. 
That must be our hope for a 
ccuntry which has been put 
through an aimless course of 
bloodletting for which results 
so far have provided not the 






























































slightest justification. The thou- 
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ands cf lives lost in China's 
futile wars, the hundreds of 
thousands who have yet to die 
in the famine stricken areas be- 
eaitse of those very same hos- 
tilities, have been heavy egough 
price for any early peace that 
China may contrive, but there 
is little hope that such a peace 
is yet possible, and the soil of 
this land has still to be watered 
by the blood of its sons shed 
by: their own brothers. 

‘There is hope, however, even 
if it is s¢ slight as the belief 
that our own governments can- 
not do much, if any, worse thar 
they have already done for us 
and it is possible that our 
greatest safeguard for the fu- 
ture is that they have surrend- 
ered sc much already that there 
it little more to give up. A 
cynical reflection it is true: but 
this has been cynical year. ‘The 
greatest cause for pride is the 
manner in which the local 
foreign communities have stood 
together during the trying 
times which are past. That 
again seems a favourable cmen 
for the future, particularly if 
‘we have to do more for ourselves 
than we have already done. So, 











there is a break in the sky an 
the horizen, a slight indication 
that there’ may after all be 
a silver lining to this cloud 
which we are under, and it is 
in the hope that this may be 
true that we wish our readers 
a prosperous New Year and a 
happy issuance out of all their

A Gift to the Treasury 


‘Extremely interesting is the news 
which we publish to-day of a gift 
to the Treasury, believed to be 
£100,000, which will lie at interest 
for years to come and at a stipulat- 
‘ed date be made available for debt 
reduction. The first thought that 
‘occurs is, why not get on with the 
job now and benefit the present 
generation by so much. Obviously, 
however, the donor has been very 
far sighted. A sum of this sort 
would be a windfall to the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer at the 
present moment, and while it would, 
of course, go to debt reqluction, the 
Chancellor would easily manage it 
that an equal sum would come out of 
treasury funds to assist his state- 
‘ment of economies when he comes 
to present his Budget four months 
hence. It may be remembered that 
during the war when a gentleman 
sent £75,000 worth of Treasury 
Notes to the Exchequer to be 
destroyed—a gift to the nation for 
the pursuit of victory—one of the 
London papers in language less 
polite than otherwise said that it 
was an extremely foolish thing to 
do, ag it merely promoted the 
eravagance of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer at a time when there 
was nothing but extravagance in 
that department. Probably the 
same sort of argument is present 
in the mind of the individual who 
has just placed these special condi- 
tions upon his gift, and, although 
posterity has never done anything’ 
for us, it may be the wisest course 
to follow.

KUOMINCHUN’S ORGY OF LOOTING 





Kueiteh Mission Hospital Picked Clean: Turn on Place that 
Sheltered them: Foreigners in Great Jeopardy 





From Our OWN Connesronper 


‘Tsinan, Dec. 17. 

Letters out of Honan, written 
just over one month ago, during 
‘the days when armies were advanc- 
ing and retreating, attacking and 
counter-attacking in the eastern 
part of the province, just have been, 


soceived. ‘They show that the whole? 


‘series has proved a most distressing 
epic for the miserable people of the 
districts ravaged for so long by 
bandit armies and now by the re- 
gular armies in their wars. The 
following portion of a letter writ 
ten from Kueiteh tells its own 
story 
“We have. been constantly under 
fire since the Double Ten Festival. 
‘On that day, Marshal Feng sent out 
his orders for a general attack all 
‘along tho eastern front, but on Oct 
ober 13 the Kuominchun forces east 
‘of Kueiteh retired on the city. ‘They 
defended it for a time, but soon 
retired toward the southwest, and 
yielded the city to the Aukuochun. 
‘Those troops had been brigands and 
‘were taken into the Second Ankuo- 
chun by Chang Ching-yao, and so 
‘were lacking wholly in discipline. 
Both within and without the city, 
‘they looted to their hearts’ content, 
‘They, however, spared the missio 
‘On the Srd of this month (tho 
etter was written on November 15) 
the Kuominchun again  ttacked 
Kueiteh. Men of Chang Ching-yao’s 
Socond Army, in their retreat from 
the Kueiteh ‘station on the city, 
occupied the hospital of the Cana 
dian Church Mission, situated just 
north of the city, and defended it 
against the advancing Kuominchun, 
‘This force, under Tu Tuan-chat 
‘would not'be persuaded by th 
Chinese doctor in charge of the 
Hospital to observe the neutrality 
of such a charitable place, but, 
in the novth walls of 
‘the hospital compound, held up the 
chun advance for 86 hours, 
Is from the Kuominchun guns 
did very considerable destruction to 
the hospital property and also to 
the Middle School of the same mis: 
sion, some 600 yd, east of the hos- 
pital compound. 


Hospital Looted 


“In the carly morning of Novem- 
‘ber 5, tho Kuominchun ousted the 
Ankuochun from the hospital, and, 
Yefore proceeding with their pur- 
uit of their foes, and the attack on 
‘the city, they halted to. most. tho- 
roughly. loot tho hospital of every- 
thing of value, both in the hospital 
itself, from: the residences of the 
foreign doctors, now absent from the 
seenes of their ordinary labours, and 
from the Chinese sta, as well as 
from tho very employces of the 
institution. Not even the poorest 
feseapedl the rapacity of these van- 
dials, who presumably, were earry- 
ing out retaliatory measures against 
‘the hospital for holding them up 
for such a time. Tho vory best 
of all the drugs, and the valuable 
Instruments of the hospital were 
cearvied off by the medical unit of 
‘tho Kuominchun. ‘The irony of 
this treatment of the mission hos- 
pital ies in the fact that it had 
housed the soldiers of the Kuomin- 
chun, and ministered to. them in 
their’ wounds and pain all through 
the summer and early authmn, and 
the rosidences had been asylums of 
rest fot the officers in charge of the 
earlier operations in that district, 
Such is the fickleness of the gods of 
war. 

"On the evening of November 5, 
‘Tu Toan-chanz’s men, who had de- 
termined to hold the city against 
the Kuominchun, yielded it to their 
enemies without a struggle. -On 
the 18th of the month, the Kuo- 
minchun again hurriedly retreated 
from this arca, but left a strong 
contingent to defend the city. For 
the past two days, the thunder of 
the heavy guns of the Ankouchun, 
which now wholly surrounds the 
sity, shakes the earth and awakens 
heaven's echoes. Day and night the 
bombardment continues, and even as 
I write the bullets and other pro- 
jectiles are falling in our compound, 
‘out here in the suburb, 





















































“The sufferings of the people can- 
not be considered without emotion, 
and cannot be described without 
tears, All animals, fuel, p a 
food and clothing have been taken 
by the soldiery. Kueiteh’ now has 
been invested for the third ti 
‘within one month. Each time shells 
of the very largest calibre have 
been used, and each time many 
homes have been wrecked, and many 
people killed. Before this present 
seige, both within and without the 
city, ‘the sights were unendurable, 
Now we dare not stir far from the 
underground refuges for fear of the 
falling projectiles. The fighting is 
of the most intense kind. Our own 
lives are in the very greatest jeo- 
pardy, even as I write, but, even 
if life is left to us, we are all 
impoverished by the depredations of 
the Kuominchun. 

“Since the beginning of the fight- 
ing, our letters havo not been free 
to go, and telegrams may not be 
sent. 'We are shut off from the 
‘outside world, for we are as much 
in prigon as though we were within 
the city. No one can anticipate 
when this carnage will end. We 
try to take two meals a day in the 
cellars, but we cannot swallow the 
foor. ‘Our misery cannot be set 
forth.” 

‘This letter was started, and ended 
here, on November 15, but it was 
not ‘sent out till the ‘ist, and a 
postscript was added, as follows: 

“The fighting ceased from yester- 
day morning, and to-day the gates 
‘are open. During the full week's 
siege, more than one hundred great 
shells fell on the city. More than 
one, thousand people have been kil 

‘From another correspondent far- 
ther down along the border, be- 
tween Kiangsu and Honan, it is 
learned that the whole country has 
been denuded of tho things the 
peasantry needed for the winter, and 
‘that death stares hosts of them in 
tho face, ‘This letter made ref 
ence to Kueiteh as follows:—"In the 
recent siege of the city, more than 
300 chion of homes were destroyed, 
and fully more than 800 were killed, 
with as many more wounded.” 


Kaifeng Bombed 


From Kaifeng, a letter under the 
same date with reference to the joy 
the people felt at being free from 
the then menace of war, by the re- 
cont retreat eastward of the Ankuo- 
chun. ‘The joy was soon turned to 
mourning, however, for planes from 
the north hummed over the city for 
several days, dropping bombs on 
fhe city, the Bringing death to many 
therein. 

Since theie several letters were 
written, the Ankuochun, have had to 
retreat ‘from Eastern Honan, under 
the pressure of the Nationalist drive 
[from the south. This has occasioned 
another attack of some kind on 
Kueiteh, city, and so the sorely- 
tried popalation have been through 
their fourth siege since the middle 
of October. 

‘A letter received some weeks ago 
from the southeastern portion of 
the province said that there would 
be the very severest distress, all 
through that part, before the winter 
‘wag over, as the whole'country was 
stripped of all supplies, and that 
without any rémuneration that 
would make possible the purchase 
of other supplies, when the troops 
wore recalled from the country. 
The state of Southern Shantung at 
the present time perhaps will give 
some idea of what may be going on 
in Honan. It is presumed, from the 
quick summary of reports from

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SUCCESSFUL HEALTH CAMPAIGN IN CANTON 





Workers from Shanghai Asked to Assist in Important 
Effort in the Southern City, 


We have received from the Coun- 

cil on Health Education the follow- 
ing report regarding a recent health 
‘campaign in Canton:— 

In spite of political ups and downs 
and constant changes in the local 
‘government, come people in Canton 
are far more interested in health 
‘than in polities. When the Canton 
Health Committee decided to hold 
‘their third annual health campaign, 
they sent an urgent invitation to the 
Couneil on Health Education at 23 
‘Yuen Ming Yuen Road, Shanghai, 
for special help in promoting child 
health. Two members of-the Coun- 
cil Staff responded, Dr, Iva MM. 

+ Miller, Director of the School and 
Child Hygiene Departments, and Dr. 
©. 8, Kim, Field Director, whose 
speciality is community health. On 
November 8 they left Shanghai on 
the str. Macedonia, 

Canton on the morning of November 
2, : 
Housing the Demonstrations 

‘The YMCA. building, being 
centrally located and easily acces 
sible to all parts of the city, was 
chosen ag the site of the health ex- 
hibits, The gymnasium was divided 
into booths by means of matting 
partitions which were covered with 
health posters, some from the Coun- 
cil and others made by a local 
artist, As special emphasis was be- 
ing laid on child health, the majority 
‘of the demonstrations related to 
child care. In one booth, two nurses 
from the David Gregg Hospital 
demonstrated the proper method of 
bathing new-born baby; in an- 
other, hygienic clothing for mother 
and baby exhibited; while in a third 
‘one of the Chinese staff physicians 
and her students demonstrated right 
‘and wrong methods of feeding the 
Buby. Samples of powdered milks 
‘were, shown and a goodly supply 

given to those who desired it, For 

the older brother and sister, various 

Kinds of fruits and vegetables neces- 
sary for growth and development 

‘were prepared and demonstrated. 

‘The literature booth was supplied 

with health literature for sale at 
cost price. Few visitors failed to 

Duy at least one pamphlet. Much 

‘of this Iterature was supplied by 

‘the Council while some was pre- 
pared by members of the David 
Gregg Hospital Staff and some by 
the steff of the local Health Com-

During 
the one week, more than 28,000 
persons attended the exhibits, 
spite of the fact that during ‘that 
‘time a battle took place within the 
city limits and necessitated martial 
Jaw in a portion of the city for 
several days, 

Daily Health Lectures 

At the same time a9 the exhibits 
were open, health lectures were be- 
ing given to students in the various 
educational institutions as medical 
colleges and nurses’ training schools, 
middle schools and universities. At 
Chungshan University almost 2,000 
students listened attentively to Dr. 
Kim's lecture on “Health and Na- 
































tional Prosperity,” given in a com- 
Dination of Mandarin and Canton- 
exe, after which a cinema film on 





malaria was shown. Also at the 
Whangoa Military Academy more 





than 2,000 prospective military 
officers listened to the health 
message. To a class of mothers 


who registered early, daily lectures 
‘on child care were given. 

Cordial relations were established 
with the Health Commissioner for 
the city of Canton and his staff of 
medical“ workers. ‘They not only 
asked for supplies of literature and 
‘posters but also for the loan of a 
health films which they propose to 
duplicate. The Director of Public 
Works is also a returned student 
and deoply interested in improving 
the sanitary conditions in Canton. 
This is evidenced by the city im- 








Provement which has taken place 
during the past three years in 
widened streets and motor roads. 
‘Plans are on foot for an improved 
city water supply and a sewage 
posal plant. Friendly contacts were 
also made with the several missions 
in the city—the Presbyterian, 
Southern Baptist and Seventh Day 
Adventists. In all these groups, the

When the Kuhara-Goto mission 
first was mentioned, all manner of 
conjecture relative ‘to what these 
men were to do sprang up. There 
was one section of public opinion 
which, immediately, visualized a 
Tapanose rapprochement to Ger- 
many and Russia in the nature of 
‘@ triple alliance, Sections of the 
European and American press also 
have gone on this hypothesis, while, 
even in Japan, ‘there have been 
papers, as, for instance, the nation- 

‘okumin,” which re- 
garded the visits in the nature of 
the beginning of a serics of over- 
tures looking towards a closer 
economic and military alliance be- 
tween Japan, Russia and Germany, 
“to reseue Japan from the isolated 
and disadvantageous position in 
Which she found herself because of 
‘the abrogation of the Anglo 
Japanese Alliance,’ as the “Koku- 
min” editorially stated. ‘There h 
not been forthcoming, neverthel 
suiicient dependable’ data or i 
formation to uphold this contention, 
though it is well-known that there 
isa very, influential section in 
Japan which is desirous of closer 
Felations with Russia and  Ger- 
many, thereby gradually seeking to 
ring’ about a different orientation 
in Japan's foreign poliey and inter- 
national relatio 

‘To understand these missions 
better, it is necessary to have some 
Knowledge regarding their leaders. 
‘The chief of the Kuhara mission 
is one of the richest. business mon 
of Japan, a very close friend of 
the Premier, and an enthusiastic 
supporter of the present, Govern- 
ment party. Mr, Kuhara is strictly 
‘a business man first, and a politician 
next, and his selection is due to the 
fact’ that he is one of the pillara 
of Japan’s modern business struc- 
tore, and also to the fact that, 
orig to prior sles, it was net 

‘Mr. Kuhara a

‘This probably 
i due to the fact that the Premier 
is well-known for his pro-German 
proclivities, especially as he is a 
military man and, during the world 
‘war, thought a great deal of the 
Prussian military machine, Mr. 
Kuhara himself is known for his 
pro-German tendencies, while it is 
‘8 universally known fact thatVis 
count Goto is distinetly pro-Russian 
and pro-German, ‘Thus, there is 
enough excuse to venture the 
hypothesis, despite official declar 
tion to the contrary, that a triple 
alliance between the Japanese, the 
Germans, and the Slavs is one of 
the objectives of the Premier. In 
this connection, it is well to bear 
in mind that the reports of this 
alleged alliance came chiefly from 
‘the Opposition papers and, when 
‘one remembers that in Japan the 
Opposition will use any stick to 
Beat the Government party, a 
certain discount must be given to 
‘these rumours, 

Be all this as it may, there wert 
certain aspects about the mission 
of Mr, Kuhara—and also of Vix 
count Goto—that were perma 
ed in Japan.

netted something like Y.80,000,000. 
‘The fat years soon were followed 
by lean ones, prosperity as quickly 
an its course and depression smote 
the Kuhara interests as it did 
everything else. It is much more 
logical, then, to take the view that 











the Kuhara’ mission, and that of 
Viscount Goto, despite the domantie 
tinge of far-reaching alliances 


which the popular voice attaches to 
them, primarily are concerned with 
economic and business advantages, 
for the panacea for Japan's ills to- 
day undoubtedly is more trade, 
more markets, more access to raw 
materials, 

‘When Visevunt Goto lefe Tokyo, 
he, too, was received in audience 
by’ the Emperor, while the send-off 
‘he was given at the Tokyo station 
took on the proportions of a: riot.

Discussions at Conferences Held at End of Last Week: The 
Suggestion to Wipe off Foreign Debt Obligations 


‘We have received reports of the 
Aiscussions at the convention of 
Chinese Chambers of Commerce 
which took plaec on Tharsday and 
Friday of last week 

‘The fourth day of the Convention 
‘was chiefly taken up with the dis- 
cussion of the two subjects on 
‘which the Special Committees have 
submitted their reports: the qucs- 
tion of the retention of Chambers of 
Commerce and the convocation of 
‘a national convention for devising 
means for the economic stabiliza- 
tion of the country. 


Existence of Chamber of Commerce 


Concerning the first problem 


‘opinion is unanimous that the 
tionalist. Government has 
istorle recognition to the Chamber 
‘of Commeree which has been & 
factor of great helpfulness to the 
revolution, and in the constitulon 
Of the Kuomintang the co-operation 
‘of the Chamber of Commerte is 
particularly solicited for the rais- 
ing of funds in order to wipe off 
foreign obligations. Emphasis was 
aid on the advisability of revising 
the constitution and by-laws of the 
Chamber of Commerce to meet the 
new needs of the times, but the 
idea of throwing the Chamber of 
Commerce out of existence coild 
not for one moment be entertained. 

In this connection it is proposed 
that the admission of women mem- 
ders be encouraged, and the finan- 
cial obligation of the members in 
the matter of membership dues be 
made as light ax possible in order 
that merchants in less favourable 
financial cireamstances may also 
gain admission. ‘The _ Associated 
Chambers of Commerce for the sake 
of proceeding with their Iabours with 
‘the needed facilities will hereafter 
jave their pormanent headquarters 
wanghai and will hold bi-innual 
tions to take place in the 
month of April.

Nanking and Chekiang Differ 
Over Suppression Pulicy 


Ever since the Nationalist Governe 
ment was inaugurated in the sew 
fapital, the question of the centra- 
lization of authority or otherwise 
hhas been the principal point of eon- 
tention between Nanking and other 
provincial goveraments, Among the 
problems that raise this point of 
contention, one of the most. import- 
fant is perhaps that of opium sup- 
pression. 


Opium Policy of Nanking 
The first step the Nanking 
Government took to solve the opium 
problem in China is the proclamation 
‘of a sot of provisional regul 
which unfortunately gave roon 
unserupulous drug traffickers 























to 
undermine the sincerity of the 


Government. Consequently, th 
Nanking Government abolished the 
provisional regulations and closed 
‘up the opium tenders that frustrat- 
fed the Government's plan of effec 
tive suppression. A mew set of 
regulations were proclaimed. While 
efforts were made to discourage 
‘opium smoking as much as possible, 
the desire to derive a sufficient re- 
venue both for the carrying out of 

yuppression plicy and other ex- 
13 of the Government, howevery 
‘was equally strong. The situation 
would seem to show that the 
Government could not do otherwie 


Chekiang’s Different Policy 

The Government of Chekiang 
province, on the other hand, thinks 
it wise to adopt a different policy. 
Chokiang leaders such as Dr, Ma 
Ing-chu, Chen Yuang-fang in a dine 
ner party held in the Navy Y. M. 
CA. last Saturday told the staff 
of the National Anti-Opium A\ 
tiation and other local leaders that 
| Chekiang was evidently in a com- 
paratively better position so far as 
finance and political stability is eon 
cerned and thus should adopt a 
stricter policy for the suppression

ing to the vernacular press, definite 
action has beon taken by the Com- 
mittee of the Chekiang Government, 
and a new commissioner of opium 
suppresiion bureau has been named. 
The new policy seems to have been 
well underway, though the actual 
date of its inauguration has ‘not 
keen known, ‘The Nanking Govern- 
ment, however, insists that Chekiang, 
is not yet ready to make this dee 
parture, 


‘The National Anti-Opium Body 

‘The National Anti-Opium Asso- 
ciation of China, being a people's 
organization, has very little inter~ 
fest in the game of polities except 
when the cause of th 
movement is at stake, In such cases 
of contention between two authorit~ 
fes, the Association eannot but hold. 
fan’ impartial ‘attitude. While the 
intentions of the Chekiang Govern- 
‘ment seem more to correspond with 
what the people desire the Asso- 
ciation is aware of the fact that 
complete prohibition of opium is 
possible only when the Central 
Government ig able to adopt a 
unified policy for all provinces, al- 
though allowances have always to 
be made for local conditions. To 
achieve this end, the Association 
fs reported to have submitted a ro 
commendation to the Nanking 
Government for the organization of 
a Contral Opium Prohibition Com- 
mittee to study the problem and to 
make plans for the whole country, 
fo that this important work will not 
be under the sole charge of a few 
narrow-minded politicians and that 
differences between the Central and 
the Provincial Governments will be 
reduced? to zero.

Tho island of Taiwan (Formosa) 
was occupied several centuries be- 
fore the Christian era by a race 
known ax the Longkius, and during | 
‘the sixth contury A. D. these people 
were overcome by Malays from the 
south who settled there in large 
numbers, It is the descendents of| 
‘these people who are now known 
the aborigines or “head hunters. 
Up to the 17th century the island 
was without government or history| 
and was practically a no-man’s| 
Jand. All that is known about. it| 
fs that it was the base from which 
Japanese and Chinese 
‘ed the shipping in tho 


Conflict: of Duteh and Spaniard: 


Upon discovery of the Far Eat 
by Western nations the Dutch and 
Spaniards formed their settlements 
‘here, ani erected strongly” built 
stone forts which exist at the pre- 
sent day in the ports along the west 
‘in 1642 the Dutch attacked 
paniards and drove them out 
and, and for a few yeai 
the: Duteh practically governed the 
fsland-alone, At the close of the 
Ming Dynasty when the Manchos| 
fnvated south China they were op-| 
posed by a Chinese general 
Kexinga who upon being 
retreated to Taiwa 
‘comed by the natives, and attacking| 
the Dutch “drove them from. the 
island. “He was then. practicaly| 
King of Taiwan for about 20 years. 
During his reign there was a large 
emigration of" Chinese from  the| 
Fakion. province who settled along| 
the west coast and cultivated the 
soil there, In 1682 tho island was| 
taken over as a part of the Chineso| 
Empire and so remained up to 1805 
when it was ceded to Japan. 

In the western plai 
Grove the aborigines 
tains, and thus began a. bit 
struggle between the: two races. 
‘There was continual warfare, and 
this is no doubé where the aborig- 
ines: got their reputation as. “head 
hunters”, as they killed the Chine 
whenever they had the chance, 

‘The Aboriginal Tribes 

‘These aborigines are a very ine 
teresting people. They are divided 
{nto seven tribes and-in 1928 num- 
ered altogether 84,177. The seven 
tribes: are known as Taiyal, Bunun, 
Paiwan, Ami, Yami, and Tsuou. 
Dut the first ‘three were the most 
warlike and. they vgained the  re- 
putation of boing “head hunters”, 
‘The remaining four tribes are quite! 
docile: and peaceful. Among these 
people there grew up the idea that 
the possession of a human skull was| 
roof of bravery, and the girls w 
willing to marry a young man who| 
had distinguistied himecit in this 
way. Mr. Jackson ‘was assured, 
Dowever, that this practice no long- 
cer exists, and the girls now marry 
‘without this qualifeation, 

What has brought about this 
hnuge change? It is due entirely to 
the policy of the Japanese Govern- 
ment. At the beginning their 
administration was purely military, 
fand there was continual warfare 
‘with the aborigines. In 1909, how- 
ever, the Japanese decided upon a 

oliey, and footpaths » were 
to the mountains and right 
across the island, and along these 
police stations were erected at in- 
{ervals of a few miles. These paths 
were patrolled daily by the soldiers 
and by these means the aborigines 
were brought under control. By_

‘A True-Hearted and Faithful 
Friend of the People 


(ContarsvteD) 


In the passing away of Mr. 
Grant—"J, B.” or “Jock”—as he 
was known to his many familiar 
friends, China has lost another of 
those, who from other lands have 
made China their home and given 
her unstinted service. 

‘Born in Logie Almond, Perth- 
shire, on March 3, 1866, he was, as 
‘a young man, in business in South 
Wales, where he met Dr. Hopkyn 
Rees, visiting Wales on furlough. 
‘Through him, Mr. Grant came to 
feel a call to the East, and lie offer- 
ta his services to the London Mis- 
sionary Society for work in China 
in connection with its “Forward 
Movement.” He arrived in China 
in 1893 and was appointed to Siao- 
chang, Chihli, where Dr. Rees was 
working. There he spent dour 
years, studying the language and 
serving his apprenticeship asa 
missionary, In 1897 he was ap- 
pointed to work in the Tung-an 
district, between Tientsin and Pe- 
king. ‘In, 1898, he married Miss 
Roberts, of the same mission, and 
Mr, and Mrs. Grant for many years 
shared together the joys and sor- 
rows, the dangers and perils of 
missionary life in the interior. 

‘When the Boxer trouble broke 
in 1900, they had suddenly to 
leave Tung-an, ‘making their way 
by cart, with their family and a 
few things hastily put together, to 
the railway line 16 Ii away and 
from there they travelled by night 
on a trolley through the Boxer- 
infested district to Tientsin, Ar- 
riving in Tientsin, Mr. Grant at 
once joined up with the civilians 
for the defence of that city, then 
closely besieged by the Boxers. 
‘Whilst on duty, he was shot in the 
leg and narrowly escaped death; he 
‘was reported in the Home papers 
‘as killed, He afterwards received 
the medal for the Relief of Peking, 
1900, 

When Mr. Grant was convales- 
cent, he and his family went to 
lapan to reeuperate, and after a| 
short furlough at Home he return- 
ed to Tientsin, working his old dis- 
trict from there, Still later, he and 
Mrs. Grant returned to their first 
station at Siaochang. There he 


























threw himself whole-heartedly into 
r nding most of his 





in carts, on horse-back, or on 
Dicyele, living in close touch with 
the people. ‘The writer first saw 
him on horse-back, looking more 
like a well-to-do and hard-working 
farmer than the orthodox concep- 
tion of a missionary as a clerically~ 
dressed parson. He lived right 
amongst the Chinese, ate their 
food, and spoke their every-day 
language. On his travels he took 
zo servant and cooked his own food, 
He was a true-hearted and fait 
fol friend to the people whom he 
came to serve. 


‘A Language Teacher 


In 1915, he left North China, 
‘coming to Shanghai to help his old 
friend and colleague, Dr. Hopkyn 
Rees, in the Chamber of Commerce 
Language School. He was a good 
Chinese scholar and a good speaker 
and teacher of the Chinese lang- 
uuage. He succeeded Dr. Rees as 
Principal of, the Language School 
in 1919 and until his passing away 
gave his full strength to the work. 
Dr. Rees and Mr, Grant have done 
‘a great service in helping so many 
young men, British and others, to 
acquire a imowledge of Chinese, 
thus making possible a closer fel- 
lowship between the Chinese and 
‘the men from the West. Mr. Grant 
practically wore himself out in ser- 
vice. His work is finished, but his 
‘example and influence remain. To 
the last, he responded to the call to 
service and, when help was required 
to defend the women and children 
of Shanghai from threatened dan- 
ger, he, though a veteran, sprang 
forward as eagerly as the youngest 
recruit. 

‘Some of us have lost a close and 
valued friend, we have fought many 
a fight together over the chess 
board. He was a true Christian, 
simple in faith, honest in work, A 
nugget of gold, not over-polished 
by the lapidary's art, but remai 
ing as nature made him in her

Deen quite out of proportion to re-

Consequently, the Kellogg or- 
ganization’s recent decision to 
abandon tho broadcasting of for- 
‘eign, programmes and, later still, 
alike intention expressed by the 
Radio Supply Company, has made 
it abundantly clear that eyen the 
Vimited programmes heretofore 
available will shortly cease and the 
large foreign community in Shang- 
hai, and indeed this part of China, 
will be deprived of what might well 
become an important medium for

Something for Nothing 
Some weeks ago, the Kellogg or- 
ganization, feeling that the support 
‘accorded their efforts was problem- 
‘tical, sought an indication of the 
number listening and suggestions 
as to programmes. Oft-repeated 
efforts, I am told, eventually pro- 
duced ‘but 60 replies, and those 
concerned not unnaturally concluded 
that interest was dead and listeners 
wanting, so they closed down their 
broadeast of foreign matter. The 
immediate result was a flood of 
written expressions of indignation 
and surprise at the cessation and, 
in not a few cases, a demand for 
resumption in terms which allowed 
‘of no misunderstanding. Now, the 
absence of proportionate application 
for membership of this Association 
seems to clearly indicate a short- 

ighted desire to continue to obtain 
something for nothing; but that 
time has gone by and it is certain 
that if the formation of this As- 
sociation fails owing to lack of sup- 
port, then organized foreign broad- 
casting will cease to exist for 
Shanghai and it is equally certain’ 
that the fate of this attempt at! 
organization will be a definite deter- 
rent to others for a long time to

ARMED ROBBERS IN 
CHAPEI 





Gang of Sixty in Fight With 
Merchant Volunteer Corps 


A. very serious shooting affair 
took place in the Ying Hsiang Zang 
Village in Chapei to the east of 
Dixwell Road Extension on Thursday. 
evening when a gang of some 60 
armed rebpers clashed with mem- 
bers of the Chinese Merchant 
Volunteer Corps resulting in the 
death of one of the latter, and the 
wounding of three others,’ Several 
robbers und six pedestrians were 
also wounded. 

It appears that shortly after 5.30 
Pam., two volunteers were on their 
way’ to headquarters and as they 
approached the corner of Lingting 
‘and Woohua Road, they were ap- 
proached by several men who ques~ 
tioned them. Before they could 
eply, the robbers opened fire. “The 
volunteers were unarmed and the 
robbers then proceeded to loot the 
shops in the vicinity. Another 
volunteer named Kwoh Yu-ting saw 
the affair and opened fire, shooting 
‘one of the robbers, The robbers 
returned fire mortally wounding 
Kwoh. The shots attracted the 
attention of other volunteers who 
rushed to the scene and a pitched 
battle took place. Members of the 
Tientung Fire Brigade also arrived 
intending to turn a hose on 
the robbers but they were fired 
at and had to retire. ‘The police of 
the district numbering about 200 
could only muster four mausers and 
four rifles between them (having 
been deprived of their arms last 
March) and kept away from the 
scene. After looting for three 
quarters of an hour, the robbers 
made off in a Northerly direction, 
The voluntecrs exchanged shots for 
some 15 minutes but there were no 
arrests effected, A considerable 
amount of loot was dropped by tho 
robbers who, however, earried away 
their wounded. Some two hours 
later, soldiers arrived and searched 
the district but were unable to find 
any trace of the robbers, 

The deceased volunteer had only 
been a member of the corps for 
three days and on his first night 
of duty succeeded in arresting threo 
armed robbers. It is reported that

REVIEW OF THE SHANGHAI EXCHANGE MARKET 





For the Week Ending December 24, 1927

The tactics of the gold dealers 
were, of course, responsible for a

changed and for an ehhanced in- 
quiry on the part of importers. At 
‘the same time exporters held back. 


‘The Money Market 

Judging by the premium obtain. 
able for near delivery money is not 
too abundant here. During the 
‘week under review the following 
premia for the purchase of foreign 
currencies for near delivery, as 
compared with March, were paid 
‘here: For £ up to fed; for US. $ 
5/8 cents, and for yen 1.x cam 











dareen. One can hardly speak of 
fan actual. shortage of silver here, 
but banks are reluctant to part 
with their funds at this time of 
the year. 


‘The Pittman Act Again 
For the past few years spokesmen 
for the silver producers introtveed 
into Senate anew a demand to ful- 
fill to the end the provisions of 
the Pittmen Act, in terms of which 
the United States Treasury is un- 
der obligation to purchase about 14 
million ounces of Ameriean mined 
silver at $1 per fine ounce. The 
Senate has so far reported favour- 
ably on the recommendation, but | 
the latter never reached Congress 
in time for discussion. So it has 
to be introduced every year anew. 
‘Tho silver producers under the 
circumstances though it appropriate 
to sue the Treasury in order to 
‘compel compliance with the 
Pittman Act.

‘During the year, both labour and 
‘weather conditions having been 
favourable, excellent progress was 
made in opening up the reserve 
Jand; 900 neres ‘were planted with 
‘seed from Selama Estate which are 
germinating satisfactory. ‘The 
estimate under felling,» burning, 
clearing and planting was at the 
rate of $85 per acre, but actually 
‘works out at $78. 

‘A further area of about 77 acres

‘The Newly Planted Areas

Satisfactory Labour Position 
‘Tho labour position during the 
year was satisfactory, and there 
‘has been no difficulty in keeping it 
up to full strength. The Govern- 
ment raised, as from July 1 last, 
tht pay of ‘Tamil labourers from 
40 to 60 cents for men and from 30 
‘to 40 vents for women per day. 
‘This meant, with an average labour

The man disappeared and 
‘accused was arrested on the follow- 
ing day, wearing the hat, The case 
had been remanded ‘for the 
‘appearance of certain witnesses, 
who were now in court. Accused, 
stated the officer, was formerly a 
soldier in the 19th Army. 

An Unconsidered Trifle 

A hawker, who said that he had 
known accused for four years, said 
‘that accused was a coolie in the om 
ploy of a cotton mill. Accused did 
not tell him that he had shot a 
foreign policeman, Witness saw the 
hat lying in the alleyway and notie«

hhe ran inside the house, Ho did 
not see accused go out after dinner, 

A tailor, with whom accused and 

wife had lived for two years, 
said that accused had not told him 
thgt he had been shot at by the 
police or that he had shot a foreign 
policeman, 

Aceused’s wife said that her hus. 
band was a man of good character, 
She knew nothing of the shooting 
‘but saw a hat in the alleyway 30 
she went and picked it up, When 
the shooting: took place, there were 
many persons running about in the 
alleyway. 

Accused denied the charge and 
said that, when the shooting took 
place, he was in the house, He did 
not so outside, His wite had pick- 
ced the hat tp'in the alleyway and, 
‘88 he could find no owner, he appro- 
priated it to his own use.

A FOREIGN LADY'S MURDER 


‘The further hearing of the case 
in which two Chinese are charged 
with the murder of Mrs. E. T. 
Forestier at No. 528 Avenue Haig 
Estate, on November 2, was con- 
tinued’ in the Provisional’ Court, on 
Wednesday afternoon, before Judge 
Li and Mr. Burdett, Senior Cone 
sul’s Deputy. 

Mr. E. T. Maitland, Prosecuting 
Solicitor, said that the third man 
implicated in the erime had not been, 
found’ up to the present, and he 
would, therefore, ask the Court to 
proceed with the case insofar as to 
formally prove the charge against 
the two accused by, virtue of their 
statements madeto’ the police. 

Det.-Supt. Peck corroborated his 
previous evidence and re-told how 
he found bloodstains in the kitehen 
and on the chest of drawers up- 
stairs, which clearly showed that a 
wounded man had stolen the moneys 
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‘There were also signs of the assail- 
ant having washed his hands in the 
Kitchen and in the bathroom. The 
finger prints found were not dis- 
inet enough to aord any clue. 

Tn answer to the Judge, witness 
said that, from the fact of the axe 
land Knife lying close to the victim, 
hie thought that Mrs. Forestier had 
picked up the knife and used it in 
order to defend herself, She, no 
Goubt, had wounded her assailant 
fand the bloodstains found on the 
chest of drawers and the handbag, 
in which the money was kept, were 
evidently drops of blood from the 
wounds. 


‘The Accuseds’ Stories 


‘The motive of the crime as far 
‘as witness could make out, was 
that tho first accused complained 
that he had been assaulted by Mrs. 
Forestier, that his wages had not 
deen paid, and that he had 
made a complaint ot Bubbling Well 
Police Station. ‘The latter state- 
‘ment was untrue, no complaint hav- 
ing been made at Bubbing Well 
Station at all, ‘The first accused 
Imew that a sum of money was 
always kept in the house, and he 
ovidently went to get it. ‘The fact 
that he went upstairs to the par- 
ticular chest of drawers, and not to 
any other room, showed that he 
knew where the’ money was kept. 
The accused, during his service in 
the house, would have that know- 
ledge. 

Det-Sgt. Campbell gave evidence 
of finding Mrs, Forestier lying un- 
conscious in a pool of blood in the 
kitchen, and of her removal to 
hospital. Witness said that the 
statements by the two accused, pro- 
duced in Court, were those made at 
the time of arre

their evidence to 
the Court, made statements. some- 
What similar to those given at the 
ast hearing, with the exception that 
each tried to put the blame on the 
other.

been misplaced oF left unprotected.

Explaining to the Cabinet, to-day, 
the reasons for Italy's return to the 
gold standard, Signor Mussolini 
recalled the speech he made in 
April last year, when he proclaimed 
hhis determination to defend the lira 
to tho uttermost and to brush aside, 
without the slightest mercy, all op- 
posing his work of salvation. His 
defence of the lira had resulted in 
complete victory, all endeavours on

‘measure in the Church Assembly as 
soon as possible, with only such 
changes ss may’ tend to remove 
misapprehension: and make clearer 
and more. explicit its intentions and 
limitations. 

“Wo ask that, until deposited as 
a book fully authorized by the 
Chureh, no one shall avail himself 
of its provisions so as to make 
changes in the accustomed order of 
services. We ask any clergy who 
have adopted usages which it would 
forbid to discontinue them, for the 
sake of the peace and unity of the 
Church."—Reuter.

Last ‘Thursday evening, October 
21, Melbourne was stirred when the 
ews broadcast from 3 Lo wireless| 
station informed the public that a 
desperate duel between two of the 
fost notorious gunmen in Austra~ 
lia had been fought to a finish in 
a four-roomed stone cottage in Me- 
‘Arthur Place Carlton. ‘The ‘com- 
batants were “Squizy” Taylor of| 
Vietoria and “Snowy” Cutmore, an 
inter-state criminal.  “Squizay” 
Taylor, who was 44 years of age, 
had been prominently before th 
public in regard to numerous shoot- 
ing affairs during the Fitzroy- 
Richmond vendetta, a five year 
feud. He also gained considerable 
notaricty when he was arrested for 
harbouring Angus Murray, who 
‘was executed for the murder of the 
Hampton bank manager, Mr. Ber- 
riman in 1923. Taylor was once 
wounded by the Fitzroy gang and 
is alleged by the Victorian Press to 
hhave had associations with at least 
two murders—the murder of Trot- 
ter, a commercial traveller, in 1913, 
and of Haines, a chauifeur, at 
Heidelberg, in “1916. ‘The other, 
man, Cutmore, was acquitted of 
nurder in Sydney, but had a long 
Tist of convictions against him. He 
was known as a “two-gun” man. It 
Js alloged that he was brought from 
iydney, NSAW., some years ago, for 
the express purpose of | shooting. 
up" ‘Taylor. "The two men. were 
ab daggers drawn for many years, 
but, during the last two. years, 
Guimoro was resident in Sydney. 
He is believed to havo been a pro- 
tminent leader of the Notorious| 
“razor gang,” which was responsible 
for the death of 2 man named, 
Bruhn, a Melbourne man and a| 
friend of Taylor's. ‘The police de- 
clare that Taylor intended to get 
feven with Cutmore for Brubn's 
murder. 

‘Taylor, with two friends, both of 
whom have — disappeared,  went| 
soarching for Cutmore early Thurs- 
day evening, at last locating him 
inthe house of Cutmore's mother. 
Cutmore was in bed with influensa, 
but ‘Taylor and one friend made| 
their way to his room, unannounced, 
Bullets commenced to fly almost 
immediately. Both Cutmore and] 
Taylor received wounds under the 
heart and on the hand. Taylor 
staggered out into the street to the 
waiting taxi he had engaged and 
was urried to St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital, his friend jumping out of the 
ar before it reached the hospital, 
Cutmore died a few moments after| 
Taylor's departure and Taylor died 
half-an-hour after admission to the 
hospital. 

‘Cutmore's arrival in Melbourne 
is stated by his wife to have been 
mainly to sce the Cup race and not 
in anyway conneeted with crime, 
Taylor, it is thought, met him at 
the races, when their old quarrel 
flared up again. Around Taylor 
has been wrapped as much romance 
‘as about the Kelly gang in the old 
days, though in Taylor's ease, he 
hhad been suspected by the criminal 
world of having on several oc- 
casions informed upon certain mem- 
bers of the underworld. Whether 
this was so or not, Taslor always! 
hhad a gang at his disposal, to do 
whatever work he allotted to them. 
‘At one time he is said to have 

considerable money and 

lived well and drove his own ear, 

but his defence in the famous!

A Fine Lifeboat Reseue 

A feat that will be distinctive im 
the records of the British lifeboat 
service was accomplished this week, 
at night, by the erew of the Cromer” 
Ufeboat, on a treacherous sandbank: 
seven miles off the Norfolk coast. 
After a series of attempts during 
86 hours by four motor-lifeboats, 
operating from a coastline of 50 
miles, three merchant vessels,’ andl 
‘a destroyer, to save a part of the 
crew of ‘the Dutch oll-tahker: 
Georgia (5,111 tons), which hadl 
broken up'on the’ Haisborough 
Sands, the Cromer liteboatmen \were: 
able to effect a magnificent reseue 
of 15 men. 

At 11.80 on Sunday night, the 
Georgia, after 30 hours of buffeting: 
in the storm between the Thames. 
‘and the Wash, went aground, and im 
twenty minutes she broke ‘in,two, 

Imost exactly in the middle, " The 
stern part, carrying 16 membots of. 
the crew, including the second’ 
officer, drifted away, and these men 
were tescued last ‘ovening by the 
Dutch steamer Tront (1,822 tbns) 
‘The forepart of the vessel, however 
remained embedded in the Hanis 
borough Sands, with the eaptain of 
the ship, Mr, Harry Kissing, afd 14 
members of the crew aboard. They 
crouched together in the forecastle 
without food or water for 40 hours 
until the Cromer lifeboat brought 
them off. 

‘Time after time the lifoboais on 
the Norfolk coast, from Cr mer, 
Gorl ind Southwold, went out 

rt of the wreck, but 60 
the gale and so heavy 
the seas that none of them could 
get nearer than 60 yards, . Again 
and again they threw lines’ across

Persia and the Air Route 

As generally is known, the air 
route to India and Australia from 
England has been held up as an 
‘open thoroughfare by the dispute 
with Persia in rogard to the Cairo 
Basra section. This route, as Sir 
Sefton Brancker pointed ‘out the 
other day, shows 100 per cent, re- 
gularity, but unfortunately Persia, 
though she agreed two years ago to 
‘a route regularly running along her 
coastline, so far has refused to 
ratify the agreement. Sir Sefton, 
however, now holds out hope that 












something may be done. A route, 
he says, on the Arabian side of the 
Persian’ Gulf, is being surveyed, 


which presents no physical difficul- 
ties until a 270 miles jmp across 
the Indian Ocean to Dritish terri- 
tory has to be crossed.

‘Teain-Wrecking Attempts 


Serious anxiety has been caused 
in India recently by several delibe- 

te attempts at train wrecking. 
In each ease, the eulprits have been 
undetected and, as four such at- 
tempts have taken place within a 
month, the public is likely to get 
alarmed, with the result that train 
travelling will decrease and the 
railways suffer much. Of these four 
attempts two occussed on tho 
BNR, one on the G.LP. Railway 
and one on the E.LR. In the first 
case the Ranchi oxpress was de- 
railed between Khargpur and Kal 
kunda on the B.N.R.; in the second, 
a passenger train was derailed 
between Canadia Road and Rupaund, 

iso on the B.N.R.; in the third, the 
special train bearing the Governor 
of Bombay had a narrow escape on 
the G.LP. Railway and, in the 
fourth case, the railway line was 
interfered with on the E.LR. near 
































In each case, the method seems 
to have been the same—the removal 
of fishplates. None of the culprits 
has been eaught and no. clue has 
been found which would enable the 
authorities to bring. them to book. 
It seems fairly evident, however, 
that the outrages are the work of 
some malcontents employed or re- 
cently employed by the railways. 
For some time past there has been 
a strike of workshop employees at 
Khargpur, near the scene of 
first attempt, there being great 
Gissatisfaction with a new scheme 
for effecting ceonomy by a redue- 
tion of the staff, which is held by 
the authorities 'to be excessive, 
That dissatisfaction is spreading 
among railway employees through 
out India seems evident from the 
fact that there have been rumours 
of a general strike in th 
future for some time. If this is so 
it would account for the adoption of 
these criminal methods on other 
railways besides the B.N.R,

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THE CHRISTIAN CHARACTER 





A Sermon Preached in Holy Trinity Cathedral, Shanghai, by the 
Rt. Rey. Bishop Molony, D.D., on Sunday, December 11 


St. Paul's famous triplet of 
Christian graces—"Faith Hope and 
Charity”—and his longer list of the 
fruits of the spirit in Galatians 

“Love, Joy, Peace, Long-suffer- 
ing, Kindness, Goodness, Faithful. 
‘ness, Meekness, and Seif-control 
may be taken as an epitome of the| 
Christian character. Is the char- 
acter thus portrayed altogether ad-| 
mirable, and does it meet the prac- 
tical requirements of our time? 
Tt has been boldly assailed in re- 
ent years. Before the Great War, 
a well-known German philosopher: 
had thrown discredit upon the 
Beatitudes: What the world want- 
‘ed was not meckness and poverty 
of spirit, but courage, strength, 
even selfishness, and the | “super- 
man,” and this philosophy had per- 
meated the thought of his fellow 
‘countrymen and over-shadowed the 
noble culture of music, literature, 
‘and science, for which Germany had 
been famous. 

Bolshevist teachers more recently. 
have proclaimed that religion is 
1¢ opium of the people,” preached 
by missionaries in China in order. 
to make the rising generation quiet 
and subservient to the designs of 
imperialistic aggression, What 
have we to say to such attacks’ 
In the first place the picture the 
draw of Christian character is dis- 
torted, in order to make their 
‘arguments impressive. This is a 
common trick of all controversia- 
lists, Exaggerate the opinions of 
your adversary and then you easily 
can diseredit them. Draw a one 
sided picture and then expose it to 
ridicule, 


‘The Full Christian Character 


Christ and the Apostles preached 
to a world full of violence and 
worldly power, containing men like 
Augustus and’ Nero, Herod, Pilate, 
‘and Caiaphas, and they preached 
4 Gospel of peace, love, and gentle- 
ness, which should prevail against 
might, and pride, and selfishness, 
but they exhibited other sides of 
the Christian character also— 
courage and strength, activity and 
clear-mindedness. Think of our 
Lord's calm strength as He stood 
before Caiaphas, Herod, and Pilat 
remember St. Paul's years of ac- 
tive labour and his writings, which 
fare unsurpassed for vigour of 
thought and for lofty spiritual in- 
‘and power. ‘Think of the 
martyra of the early Christian 
Church and the preachers who 
brought Christicnity to our own and 
other Iands. 
‘When you get a complete view of 
in character, you at once 
recognize how distorted is the 
picture drawn by hostile critics. 
A Christian is not a feeble, nerve- 
less creature. He is a warrior and 
8 worker, who has faith, hope, and 
Tove as ‘his motives. Christ’ has 
in the past overthrown wickedness: 
‘and pride from many high places, 
‘and exalted men of low degree, set 
the captive free and unloosed heavy. 
urdens, and He will do it yet. 
‘The Christian warriors did not 
win through human strength or 
mental power. They won through 
those qualities which Christ and 
His Apostles emphasized. Truth 
conquered error, light darkness: 
love proved itself more powerful 
than hatred, and gentleness than 
force. Have we not seen again and 
again how that armed force does 
not win in the end: violent revolu- 
tions retaliate upon those who plot. 
them, and would be world-masters 
re destroyed by their own pride. 
"By might shall no man prevail.” 
The proud and deceitful are taken 
in their cwn nets, while those who 
quietly, diligently, and honestly 
work and wait attain to an est- 
ablished position even in this life, 


The Christian Virtues 

‘We may say then, without fear’ 
of contradiction, that Jesus Christ 
brought into the world a new ideal 
of character. When He uttered 
His Bemitudes, He cut clean across 
the prevalent opinion. He expound. 
‘ed a new theory of biessedness, and 
His Apostles endorsed it in the 
teaching, and acted upon it in their 












































lives. So have countless millions 
of His followers from that day 
to this, and, in measure as they 
have acted upon His teaching, in 
such degree have they found it true 
‘and valuable. 

Love, the highest Christian grace, 
has proved itself a mighty. cor 
querer, both in private and in pub- 
lie life, If is resistless, and eve 
tually it will dominate the world, 

‘Joy is like the sunshine, It is 
the radiant health of the soul: to 
dll joy is a crime, where joy is 
really pure and good for joy is 
the disinfectant in this world of 
social corruption. Christian joy is 
‘the highest spiritual joy man can 




















know. No one can take it from 
the Christian: he joys even in 
tribulations. It is one of the 


points where Christianity far out- 
shines other ethical systems, other- 
‘wise virtuous, such as Buddhism 
and Confucianism, which are es- 
sentially sad. 

Next take peace. The first message 
of the angels at the birth of Christ, 
and almost tho last message He 
gave. At peace with God. At 
peace with our fellow-men; this is 
soul rest indeed. Who ‘ean osti- 
mate the good done in the world 
by ono person who goes calmly 
through life with the peace of God 
manifest in every word and act, 
“My peace I give unto you, let not 
your heart be troubled, neither let 
it be afraid.” Only that man or 
woman can do great things who is 
at pence with self, from. passi 
envy, bitterness, and all other 
ess vices. 

‘So one might go on through all 
‘the noble virtues. that Christ hi 
brought to us. We might speak 
again of faith in God and in our 
fellow-men, the basis of all good 
relationships; or of Hope, the stimu- 
lator to noble action 























charity, the 
sweetener of all life's trials, the 
cherishor of the poor and needy. 
Other systems have advocated many 
noble traits of character; Christ. 
alone draws us upward to perfec.

Before this. week is passed, the 
present Nanking Government’ wi 
have gone out of existence, Dr. C. 
C, Wa, Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Mr. Sun Fo, Minister of Finance 
‘and Dr. Wang Chung-hui, Minister 
of Justice, will cease: to’ function. 
Tn fact, there is a tendency among 
those who now control Nanking to 
asrume that their duties automatic. 
ally cease on December 31-om legal 
rounds, as they maintain that the 
Present’ Central Executive Com= 
mmitize goes out of office on that date 
in accordance with the Kuomintang 
constitution. 

‘The underlying reason for the re- 
signation of the present Nanking. 
Government is the declaration of 
Provincial Financial Independence 
by Chekiang Province. . This pro- 
vince has for some time declined to 
send_any funds to the ‘Nanking 
Government. "But now itis witholt 
ing all National taxes as well as 
provincial contributions, ‘The. coup| 
@etat in Canton impaired the Nan- 
king treasury in that it eut off a 
possible source of revenue. Other 
Provinees are. not ‘sending fund 
Nanking, to a very large extent, had 
to depend ‘upon Kiangsu and ‘Ch- 
Kiang’ and with Chékiang ‘now not 
only declining to per st the Ministry 
of Finance to collec. funds in the 
Province but actually sending money 
to those whom Nanking regards at 
political opponents, there was 

‘or Mr. Sun Fo to do but to 
resign. 

Mr. Sun's administration of the 
Ministry of Finance has been sub- 
Jest to considerable criticism. ‘The 
opium’ “and tobaceo taxes, in 
particular, have been badly manage! 
fand. the Nanking Government has 
ot had sufficient fonds for ita 
armies. ‘The ability of any Ministec| 
of Finance to reniain in power is 
largely dependent upon his handling 
of the military funds. For, we are 
living in a strictly militaristic age, 
whether it be North o South China. 

Probable New Ministers 

The Nanking Government came 
into existence, It will be remember 
cal in April under the leadership of 
Genoral Chiang Kai-shek. Tt was 
reorganized in August after General 
Chiang Kai-shek resized. The new 
Nanking Government, which itis 
expected will come into offee during 
the second week of January will be 
headed by General Chiang Kai-shek, 
The Minister of Finance will un: 
doubtedly be Mr. 7, V. Soong and it 
ig" wenerally accepted "that the 

ister of Foreign Affairs will be 
Mrz Huang Fu, formerly Mayor of 
Greater Shanghai. Mr. Huang is 
nota. registered member of the 
Kuomintang but he ia a partisan of

be assumed that his presence in the 
new Government is a definite pledge 
f Marshal Feng's cupport. Mr. 
Wang Pei-chun, the present Minis 
of Commureations, will probably 
remain at his post. He ig related to 
General Ifo Ying-ching, commander 
of the Ist Army and perhaps the 
chief military. prop of General 
Chiang Kai-shel 

The new Government will not as- 
sume offce until after the meeting 
‘of the 4th Plenary Session of the 
Central Executive Committee some 
time next week. This session will 
not be. attended by a fall Central 
Executive Committes because the 
party has so split up since the 
‘lection of this committee in Jan- 
tary 1926. Of the 36 members, it 
is only expected now that 22 will 
be present. To have a quorum, 19 
are necessary, Both sides have been 
Jockeying over this small margin: 
fone side to insure a quorum; the 
other to prevent it. — The order of 
‘the Nanking Government to arrest 
Mr. Wang Ching-wei and to place 
the six semi-Commanists under sur- 
veillance probably gave them a lead 
fon the 4th Plenary Session, but now 
that General Chiang has invited the 
six semi-Communiats to return, it 
is probable that there will be a 
{quorum and that the session will be 
favourably disposed to General 
Chiang Kai-shek, who will thus be 
able to establish a Government 
ander his leadership.

It is a fair and honest 
attempt to give an accurate state- 
‘ment of the ideas contained in the 
complete book, omitting only such 
Passages as seemed — redundant. 
‘Those who read the abbreviated 
book will still get the gist of the 
whole volume and lose nothing that 
is essential to an understanding of 
the author's argument. Neverthe- 
less, it is well that a complete 
translation was made for no book 
issued in China in recent centuries 
hhas bad anything like the vogue of 
the San Min Chu I nor has any 
uence the mass of the Chinese 
to a dexree even remotely aproach- 
ing the effect this book has had. It 
is therefore of the first importance 
that an accurate and complete 
translation should be available so 
that the world may judge the value 
of the contribution China's Intest 
thinker has made to the solution of 
the problem that is giving states- 
men everywhere sleepless nights. 
The reconciliation of the conflicting 
claims of capital and labour, the 
equalization of opportunity as be- 
tween the classes and the masses, 
the equitable government of a great 
nation; these are the problems that 
Dr, Sun discusses in his book and 
if he failed to solve them he fe 
in the company of many great 
writers; if he has made even a 
small contribution towards their 
solution he deserves well of his 
countrymen, 

‘The notes in the abbreviated 
version, jssued by the “North-China 
Daily News,” though occasionaly 
they contain a tinge of sarcasm, are 
of much value in pointing out in- 
accuracies or fallacies in the 
author's reasoning. 

The first of the three principles 
is the doctrine of “Nationalism.” 
Dr. Sun laments that the Chinese 
people has no national sense: they 
‘ate like “a sheet of sand” havi 
no cohesion and, because of this 






































cannot act as a unit. To remedy 


this defect he adopts the method of 
the propagandist and seeks to scare 
his readers into a state of panic so 
that they will sink. their’ mutual 
differences ‘and converge against 
the danger of foreign aggressior 
which looms before his imagination 
like the spectre of the Brocken. He 
says in Chapter 5 of Book One. 
“These calamities are already upon 
us. Can we fight? Certainly “we| 
can fight but to be ablo to fight we 
must believe that our death hour is 
near. “If we want to advance na- 
tionalism we must first. make our: 
four hundred millions know that, 
their death hour is at hand; then 
the beset beast will still turn and 
fight. Do our people, on the point 
of death, want to fight? Gentle- 
men, you are students, soldiers, 
statesmen; you are all men of fore- 
Sight and vision. You must lead 
our four hundred million to see that 
the race is in dire peril: and if 
our four hundred million ‘under- 
stand the danger then it will not be 
Aigieutt to revive our nationalism.” 
This is very heady wine and it is, 
well for China that Dr. Sun's vision 
of the foreign nations sweeping 
down on China with fell intent to 
swallow her up is only a Walpurgis 
night's dream. ‘The best answer to 
these dolefu! prognostications is the 
fact that though China is torn with 
dissension and would be an easy 
prey to any hungry power not 
‘2 single nation manifests any 
desire other than to see China as 
peaceful and as great as even Dr. 
Sun could wish her to be, Dr, Sun 
is torrified by the appreheision that: 
tho world's population is increasing 
‘whereas that of China is stationary 
“a purely arbitrary, assumption. 
“Tt in the days of Chilen Lung we 
‘had 400,000,000 then according. to 
the American minister, Rockhill's,

LESS AND LESS BABIES 


A birth-rate of 16.7 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population, registered 
for England and Wales during the 
third quarter of 1927, is the lowest 
rate ever recorded for this period 
of any year, 

‘The rate is 1.1" per thousand 
below that recorded in the corres- 
ponding quatter of 1926. The 
births numbered 164,000, and were 
7,071 fower than the’ preceding 
quarter and 10,828 fewer than the 
same months of 1926. 

‘The deaths numbered 2,263, and 
were 15,245 fewer than in’ the pre- 
ceding quarter, and 1,558 more than 
in the corresponding quarter of 
1926. The figures corresponded to 
an anhual rote of 9.4 per 1,000, The 
general death-rate was 0.2 per 1,000 
above that recorded during the cor- 
responding quarter of last year.

PRESSING YOUR 
ROCKS 





It ig a safe rule to press all 
Jdresses on the wrong side. Should 
they need damping to press well 
Jgreat care must be taken. A cloth 
dress should be ironed with a piece 
of damp woollen cloth over the 
material, Wring the cloth out of 
hot water, as cold water cools the 
fron too quickly. Remember, how- 
ever, that an iron which is too hot 
fades colours, Never rub as in 
ironing, but lay the iron on, and 
move slowly and gently ovet the 
Jgarment. When ironing satin, the 
material must be only very slightly’ 
damped, or a too shiny mark will 
be the ‘result. If a taffeta frock 
gets badly ereased, do not damp the 
material but lay a piece of tissue
